10.068 Rural Clean Water Program (RWCP) 

FEDERAL AGENCY: AGRICULTURAL STABIUZATION 
AND CONSERVATION SERVICE, DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE 

OBJECTIVES: (1) To achieve improved water quality in the most 
cost-effective manner possible in keeping with the provisions of 
adequate supplies of food, ril>er, and a quality environment, and 
(2) todevelop and test programs, policies, and procedures for the 
control of agricultural nonpoint source pollution. 

TYPES OF ASSISTANCE: Direct Payments for ^tedfied Use. 

USES AND USE RESTRICTIONS: Hie RCWP provides finan- 
cial and technical assistance to private landowneis and open*ois 
in approved project areas. The assistance is provided through 
kMig-tem contracu of 3 to 10 years to install best management 
practices to solve critical water Quality problems resulting from 
agricultural nonpoint source pcMlutioit The project area must 
reflect the water quality priority concerns developed through the 
established riter qualiQr management process. Participation is 
voluntaiy. 

Applkanl EUglblUty: RCWP is only applicable to privately owned 
agricultural lands in approved project areas. Any landowner or 
operator in an approved project area whose land or activity 
contributes to the area's water quality problems and who has an 
approved water quality plan may enter into an RCWP contract 
An individual partnership, co.-poration (except corporations 
whose stock is publicly traded), Indian tribe, irrigation district, or 
other entities are eligible. Federal, State, or local governments, or 
subdivistons thereof, except irrigation districts, are not eligible.

FEDERAL AGENCY: FARMERS HOME ADMINISTRATION, 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 

OBJECTIVES: To enable operators of not larger than family 
farms through the extension of credit and supervisory assistance, 
to make efTicient use of their land, labor, and other resources. 

TYPES OF ASSISTANCE: Guaranteed/Insured Loans. 



USES AND USE RESTRICTIONS: Loan funds may be used to: 
(1) Purchase livestock, povUiy, fur bearing and other farm 
animals, flsh, and bees; (2) purchase farm, forestry, recreation, or 
nonfarm enterprise equipment; (3) provide operating expenses 
for farm, forestry, recreation, or nonfarm enterprise; (4) meet 
familysubsistencc needs and purchase esrential home equipment; 
(5) make minor real esute improvements; (6) refinance secured 
and unsecured debts; (7) pay property taxes; (8) pay insurance 
premiums on real esute and personal property; (9) Hnance youth 
projecu; (10) plant softwood timber on marginal hi.id; (U) make 
ann ual operating (OL) loans to delinquent t)orrowers for produc- 
tion purposes, or sut>ordinat«ons to delinquent tx>rrowers to 
enable them to obuin annual operating credit from another 
lending source; and (12) support other miscellaneous purposes. 
Use restrictions are shown under Applicant Eligibility. 

Applicant Ellgn»lllly: IndWidual applicanU must: 1) Have farm 
ei^rience or training (within 1 of the last 5 years) and possess 
the character, industry and managerial atili^ to carry out the 
operation; 2) possess the legal capacity to incur the obligations of 
the loan; 3) be unable to obtain sufTicient credit elsewhere at 
reasonable rates and terms; 4) realistically project the ability to 
repay the loan; 5) be a citizen of the United States; 6) after the 
loan is dosed, be an ownerAenant operator of a family farm; and, 
7) honestly try to carry out the terms and conditions of the loan. 
Certain corporations, cooperatives, partnerships and joint opera- 
tions ("entities") operating family-sized farms are also eligible for 
farm operating loans. In brief, entity applicants must meet some 
of the same eligibility requirements as individual applicants. In 
addition, if members, stockholaers or shareholders of the entity 
are related by blood or mamage, at least one stockhoMer, 
shareholder partner or joint operator mi st operate the family- 
sized farm. In the case when members are not relate 1 by blood or 
marriage, the majority interest holders in the entity must actually 
operate the family-sized farm to be eligible. The entity must be 
iiuthorized to operate a farm in the State in which it is located. 
Limited resource applicants must meet the above requirements. 
In addition, they must have a low income and show a need for 
increased farm income. In the case of limited resource entities, all 
the partners, joint operators, members, or stockholders must be 
atizens and the entity must be the owner-operator of the family 
farm with at least one partner, joint operator, member or stock- 
holder operating the farm. Assisunce is authorized for eligible 
applicanU in the 50 States, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, 
the Virgin Islands of the United Sutes, Guam, American Samoa, 
the Commonwealth of the Northern Mariana Islands, and, to the 
extent the Secretary determines it lO be feasible and appropriate, 
the Trust Territories of the Pacific Islai^ds.

(2) be a U^. citizen and posse» the legal capacity to incur the 
obligations of tlie loan; (3) be of good character as related solely 
to debt repayment ability and reliability, managerial ability and 
industry; (4) have the necessary experience, training, and 
managerial ability (within one of the past Ave years) to operate a 
family farm or a nonfarm enterprise; (5) realistically project the 
ability to repaythe loan and honestly try tocanyout the conditions 
and terms of the loan. (6) be the owner-operator of a not larger 
than family farm after the loan is dosed; and (7) if an individual, 
the applicant must not have a combined farm ownership, soil and 
water, and recreation loan indebtedness to FmHA of more than 
$200,000, for insured loans; and $300,000 for a guaranteed loan(s), 
or a combination of insured and guaranteed indebtedness; or a 
toul indebtedness against the pn^rty securing the loan(s) of 
more than the market value of the security, whichever is the lesser 
amount. If a cooperative, corporation, joint operation or partner- 
ship, the entity must be controlled by farmers or ranchers enpged 
pri ma rily and directly in farming in the VS., after the loan is made, 
and must consist of members, stockholdeis, partners, or joint 
operator* Assistance is authorized for elipbte applicanu in the 
50 States, the Commonwevtin of Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands 
of the United States, Guam, American Samoa, the Common- 
wealth of the Northern Mariana Islands, and, to the extent the 
Secretary determines it to be feasible and appropriate, the Trust 
Territories of the Paciric Islands.

(Section 502 Rural Housing Loans) 

FEDERAL AGENCY: FARMERS HOME ADMINkSTRATION, 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 

OBJECTIVES: To assist lower4ncome tural families to obtain 
decent, safe, and sanitaiy dwellinp and related facilities. Sub- 
sidized funds are available only for low-and veiy low-income 
applicants. Nonsubsidized funds are available to low^nd vciy 
low-income borrowers who do not qualify for interest credit 
assistance and to moderate-income borrowers only for 1) sub- 
sequent loans for repair and rehabilitation; and 2) subsequent 
loans in connection with transfeis by assumption or credit sales. 
Also, nonsubsidized funds (other than seivicng) are available for 
veiy-lowand Iow4noomecpplicanuwhoare otherwise eligible for 
assistance, but, based or the amount of the loan reque&ted, the 
interest credit assistance fonnula resulted in no interest credit. 
The funds are for loans for new or existing construction not 
currently Gnanced or owned by FmHA. 

TYPES OF ASSISTANCE: Direct Loans. 

USES ANT> USE RESTRICTIONS: The loans may be used for 
construction, repair or purchase of housing; to provide necessaiy 
and adequate sewage disposal facilities and/or water supply for 
the applicant's household; for weatherization; to purchase or 
install essential equipment which upon installation becomes part 
of the real esute; and to buy a site on which to place a dwelling 
fcT the applicant's cwn use.

Dwellings financed must be modest 
in size, design and cost and located in a place that is rural in 
character and does not exceed 10,000 population or in a place 
whose population exceeds 10,Oro but is not in excess of 20,000, 
provided the place is not in a Metropolitan Statistical Area (MSA) 
and has a scnous laci' of mortpge credit for low- and moderate- 
income families as determined by the Secretary of Agricultureand 
the Secretary of Housing nnd Urban Development. Assistance is 
available in Sutes, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, the VS. 
Virgin Islands, Guam, American Samoa, the Commonwealth of 
Northern Marianas, and the Trust Territories of the Pacific Is- 
lands. Loans are made at the interest rate(s) specified in FmHA 
Instruction 440.10, Exhibit B (available in any FmHA County 
Office) and are repaid over a period of up to 33 years for regular 
loans and 38 years fo. regular loans to applicants whose annual 
incomes do not exceed 60 percent if necessary to show repayment 
ability over a longer maturity period. Interest credits are granted 
annually which reduce the effective interest rate to as low as one 
percent, depending on the loan amount, the size and income of 
the family. Interest credit is subj'.xt to recapture upon liquidation 
of the account. 

Applkanl Eligibility: An applicant must be without adequate 
resources to provide housii^ on his own account, or related 
facilities. The applicant must be unable to secure the necessary 
credit from other sources at prevailing terms and conditions for 
residential type financing; be a citizen of the United States or 
reside in the United States after having been leplly admitted for 
permanent residence or on indefinite parole; have adequate and 
dependable available income to nwet operating and family Irving 
expenses, including taxes, insurance and maintenance, and repay 
ments on debts including the proposed loan. Applicants must be 
eligible for interest credit and income may not exceed the low.m- 
come limiu set forth in FmHA Instructions. Low-income limits, 
based on 80 percent of an area's median income, tange from 
$11,500 to S18,000, except in the h^gh cost area of Alaska where 
ihe range is from $24,000 to S27,000. The very low-incoi e limits 
are according to the size of household as is established by the 
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Depaftment of Housmi fand Uib«n Development (HUD) for the 
OMinty or MSA where the property is or will be located.

obtained from private sources. However, applicants must be able 
to assume the obliptions oT the loan, furnish adequate security, 
and have sufTicient income fok- repayment. Tliey must alto have 
the ability and intention of mainuining and operating the housing 
for purposes for whidi the loan is made Loans may be made in 
communities up to 10,000 people in MSA areas and communities 
up to 20,000 population in non-MSA areas. Applicanu in towns 
of 10,000 to 20,000 should check with local PmHA ofTice to 
determine if agency can leive them. Assistance is available to 
eligible applicanu in Stata, Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, 
Guami American Samoa, the Northern Marianas, and the Trust 
Territoiy of the Padfic Islands.

10,000 peculation or in a place whose popuUtion exceeds 
10,000 but Is not in excess of 20,000, provided the place is not a 
Metropotitan Sutistical Area (MSA) and has a serious lack of 
mortpge credit for low and moderate-income families as deter- 
mined by the Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary of Hous- 
ing and Urban Develqunent. Afsisunce is available in States, the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, the VS, Virgin Islands, Guam, 
American Samoa, the Commonwralth of Northern Marianas, and 
the Trust Territories of the Pacific Islands. 



Applicant EUglblUty: Applicanu must own and occupy a home in 
a rural area; be without sufficient income to quali^ «or a Section

Normally, panu are consideffed only w^.en the 
debt seivice portion of t he cost to gmnt eligible useit exceeds the 
following percentages of median household incomes (MHI) for 
the applicant seivice area; S percent when the MHI of the service 
area is below the poverty line or below 80 percent (whichever is 
higher) of khe Ste*e*s non-metropolitan household income 
(NMHI); 1.0 percent when the MHi of the service area exceeds 
the S percent requirement but H not more than 100 percent of 
the State's non-metropoh'ttn bcusehold income (NMHI); no 
FmHA grant funds will be used in any prcsjcct when the MHI of 
the seivice area is above the poverty line and more than 100 
percent of the Sute's NMHI.
